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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-16, drawn to powder changer, classified in class 118, subclass 308. 

II. Claims 17-19, drawn to method, classified in class 427, subclass 212. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus can be 
used to dispense color pigment to a metering device, or to apply powder other than powder paint 
to a substrate (e.g. ceramic or metal powders, etc). 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Gordon Harris on 8/31/04 a provisional election 
was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of II, claims 17-19. Affirmation of this 
election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-16 are withdrawn 
from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected 
invention. 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.17®.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

10. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

1 1 . Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hollstein et al 
US 4248379. 

Hollstein teaches a paint powder coating method comprising a series of powder paint sources/ 
venturi pump/etc connected to a common manifold 1 5 (powder color changer assembly ) which 
are, in turn, connected to a common spray gun 12. Using figure 1 and the example on columns 6- 
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7: powder 1 la is selectively suctioned by venturi pump 18a from hopper source 13a to 
operatively connected manifold 15 via powder flow conduit 51a and then dispensed via spray 
gun 12. The powder is entrained in a flow of air ("conveying fluid") which transports the powder 
to the gun. The reference therefore meets the limitations of claim 17. 

As to claims 18-19, Hollstein further discloses a purging method, in which a series of valves 
flushes the venturi pump 18a and conduit 51a (col. 7, 3-22). Activation of a second series of 
valves 100,63,105,72 causes a two-step purge of the manifold 15, air line 16 and spray gun 12 of 
residual paint powder (col. 7, 30-65). The process may then be selectively repeated for another 
powder 1 1 b-d. 

The reference therefore meets every limitation of claims 1 7- 1 9 as currently written.
